Your committee, to whomwas referred certain reso- 
lutions of the legislature of fhe state of- Missouri, rec- 
ommending alterations in tẸe constitution of the United 
States, have attended to tke business of their appoint- 
ment, and respectfully . 


Report, 


That while they agree with their fellow citizens of 
Missouri that the mode of electing the President and 
Vice President of the United States ought to be uni- 
form, and that the states, respectively, ought to pre- 
serve their due weight in relation-to said election, as is 
now guarantied to them, by the constitution, they are 
not aware of existing evils, in the present mode of 
a choice by electors, so serious as to makean alteration, 
in this respect, expedient; nor are your committee 
aware how any existing evils, on this point, would 
be remedied by the alteration: proposed, inasmuch as 
direct voting by the people would add nothing tothe 
certainty of an election, unless it is also intended that a 
plurality shall make a choice, and if so, such an altera- 
tion could be as well engrafted upon the old system, as 
upon a new one.’ 

Your committee are of opinion that a choice of Pres- 
ident and Vice President, by electors, taken immediately 
from the body of .the people, is as unexceptionable as 
a direct choice would be, by the people themselves. 

The want of uniformity in the mode of choosing 
electors, in different ‘states, is admitted to be an evil, 
but your committee believe it to be one, which is fast 
correcting itself. The adoption of the general ticket 
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A. D. 1820. system, by styeral of the states within a short period, 
its admitted dqvantage over the district system in uni- 
ting the powe of a state, and the evident fayor, in 
which it is no% held, warrant an opinion: that ‘all the 
states will ultim ely adopt it. f l 

Your committe cannot coincide in the opinion ex- 
pressed in’ the réolutions under consideration, that: the 
election of Presiant and Vice President ought, in no 
case whatever, to \e-submitted to the decision of the 
house of representtives of the United States. No 
substitute for an aleration of the constitution, in this 
important point, is hfore ycur committee, and they are 
not prepared to assentto the proposition, in the abstract. . 
That the constitutions not susceptible of improvement, 
in this respect, they ds not mean to say, but they are 
unacquainted with any proposed substitute, which has 
not, in their opinion, nore prominent evils than have 
yet arisen out of the pro\ision alluded to. 

With these views of the subject, your committee rec- 
ommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 

Resolved, bythe General Issembly of the State of Vermont, 
That a uniform mode of choosing electors of President” 
and Vice President, throughout the United States, is 
extremely desirable, but that, in the opinion of this 
body, it is inexpedient, at present, to alter the constitu- 
tion of the United States, upon that subject. 

Resolved, That it is inexpedient to abolish the choice 
of President and Vice President, by electors, as.is now 
provided by the constitution ofthe United States.

The committee to whom was referred the considera- 
tionof the public documents and resolutions from the 
states of South-Carolina, Georgia, Virginia, and Mis-

REPORT, 


. That your committee have taken the subjects, referred 
to them, into their serious consideration, and, so far as 
time would permit, have exainined theseveral documents, 
to them committed, and duly weighed the arguments 
therein comprised; and so far as they are designed and 
urged to prove that the existing tariff laws, and all 
laws enacted by congress, for the encouragement of 
domestic manufactures, and making appropriations for 
internal improvements, are inexpedient and unconstitu- 
tional, your committee are prepared to give their unan- 
imous dissent;—and while in the spirit of frankness and 
conciliation, they offer this result of their deliberations, 
in relation to these deeply interesting subjects, they are 
happy to concur in ‘many of the general sentiments and 
positions advanced in the said documents,'in regard to the 
rights of the several states, the nature of our federal 

‘compact and the general rules which ought to regulate 
our national legislation. l 
Your committee are unable to perceive any constitu- 
tional obstacle to such laws, or any conclusive evidence 
-~ -oftheir inexpediency, or injurious and oppressive effects 
upon the-southerfx states, or upon any other particular 
section of our country. - 
Your committee have yet to learn, and this by fair ex- 
periment, that the tariff laws now in force, and so zeal- 
ously opposed by the anti-tariff states, will proye inju- 
rious to our southern brethren. We do confidently 
anticipate a different result. It is believed that the 
alarming apprehensions entertained by them, are in « 
great degree imaginary, and will vanish in the progress 
of a reasonable practical trial. But even admitting that - - 
the laws in question should operate, for the present, less 
beneficially upon some parts of our country than others, 
that circumstance may be urged more against their ex- 
pediency than the constitutional right of congress to le- 
gislate on those important subjects; for we can name but 
few, if any, cases of impost and taxation, that do not bear 
more heavily upon some portions of our union than oth-- 
4 
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_ & D.1829._ers. Some places are enriched and rapidly built up by 

our commercial and navigation laws, while others 
scarcely feel their. salutary influence; and while many 
instances ‘of the like partial operation of general laws 
may be cited, the right and authority of the government 
in enacting them are not called in question. Nor can 
your committee otherwise construe the clauses and pro- 
visions, in the constitution of the United States, so often 
cited in the discussion of these topics; than as expressly 
or by fair implication, giving to congress the powers 
and jurisdiction herein contended for. wo 

If the sole question under consideration rested upon 
the expediency and policy of adopting a course of meas- 
ures for rapidly advancing the manufacturing interests 
of this country, and going extensively into appropria- 
tions for internal improvements, and especially without 
a just regard to the different sections of the country, 
there’ might arise some diversity of sentiment and feel- 
ing among your committee. But such has not appear- 
ed to be the case. They are satisfied that congress has 
approached these subjects with great care and circum- 
spection; and that in such a course, your committee 
confidently trust that neither our true policy nor con- 
stitutional privileges have been disregarded or infrin- 
ged; and they are the more confirmed in this opinion, 
from the able writings of some of the first and most ex- 
perienced statesmen and civilians of our country; and 
more especially from the recent discussions in congress, 
where these subjects have undergone the most thorough 
and critical investigation. 

In relation to the proceedings-and resolutions in the 
documents referred to your committee, so far as they 
deny to congress the right of aiding the American Col- 
onization Society, your committee are not aware of any 
cause of alarm or distrust, and they deem it unnecessary 
at this time to go into a discussion of that subject. Your, 
committce do, therefore, recommend the adoption of the 
following resolutions, viz. 

Resolved, That the General Assembly of this state, now 

_convened, do not concur in the sentiments and views 
expressed in the documents and resolutions from the
